Of the Debt Extinguishment Fund, there have been sold 
during the year 1,155 shares of the Western Railroad Stock, 
(together with the rights to subscribe for stock which said 
shares carry,) yielding $166,408.61. This sum was applied to 
the redemption of so much of the Lunatic Hospital scrip as 
fell due in 1865. 

The Hassanamesset Indian Fund, forty-nine dollars, which 
has been for a long period of years reported as one of the 
Funds of the Commonwealth, has been absorbed ii^to the trea- 
sury — the Indians of that tribe, a Worcester County tribe, 
being all dead. 

Of the Bounty Fund Loan of 1864, Messrs. Blake, Bro. k 
Co., hare taken $4,000,000 worth in Sterling Bonds on foreign 
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aooottnt, learing unusaed, of the entire Fund of 910,000,000, a 
balance of 91)420,000, the rest haying been preyipuslj issued 
in Federal Scrip. 

The fiscal affaira of 4he Commonwealth, notwithstanding the 
strain to which thej have been subjected, are in the highest 
degree satisfactory ; and the financial credit of Massachusetts 
stands unsurpassed at home and abroad. She has promptly 
met all legitimate demands*, paying the principal and interest 
on her bonds in gold, at their maturity.' The several details of 
her financial afiairs are given in the report of the State Auditor, 
and the specific items of receipts and payments are appended 
hereunto. All her institutions — eleemosynary, educational, 
correctional, and all others — ^have been kept in full and suc- 
cessful operation ; and while sustaining her full share of the 
burdens of the past war, she has omitted none of the obligations 
of peace, and neglected none of the duties owed to her people.

CLOSE OF CONNECTION WITH BANKS. 

During the year past the sum of 93,135,500 having been 
paid to cancel demands of certain banks for loans to the State, 
a small balance of $30,000 alone remaihed unpaid January 
1st, the settlement of which is delayed,* in consequence of an 
unpaid tax claimed to be due to the State from the bank. All 
the banks in the State, excepting that at North Bri^ewater, 
having become National banks, the bank tax heretofore paid

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into the treasury mainlj ceases, the connection between, the 
banks and the Commonwealth is closed, and all laws on the 
statute books relating to banks and banking hare become 
inoperative, with that single exception.

On account of the above there have been opened over five 
thousand different accounts, of which there are now unpaid 
about 1,250, amounting to $130,070.24. 

Of this sum about $5,000 is for allotments prior to the close/ 
of the year 1868. ^ . 
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▲ further sum of* oyer #56,000 remains unpaid on account 
of bounties at 950 and #825 each, deposited by the State paj- 
master, and the balance, saj about 969,000, is for monthly- 
bounties allotted since March 1, 1864, when the payments 
commenced. 

It is likely'that more or less of all these sums will remain ia 

the treasury unpaid, as the men to whom the money belongs 

have, many of them, disappeared by decease, or otherwise, 

' without leaving any information by which their heirs can be 

discovered. 

It will be a question for future consideration, whether some 
steps should not be taken to ascertain as far as practicable 
to whom these several sums should be paid, so that finally the 
accounts may be closed, and justice done to aU concerned. 

The advantages of the system of allotments established by 
our legislature under the Act of Congress, which permits the 
soldier to transmit a portion of his pay or bounties to the State 
treasury for payment to his friends, or deposit on interest with- 
' out risk or expense to himself, must be sufficiently obvious 
to all. 

. But it is only those who have been charged with the duty of 
carrying the system into effect who can fully realize the care 
and responsibility which it has involved, or the full extent of. 
the benefits which have accrued to the soldiers and their 
families. 

It is when the men have returned home on furlough, without 
funds from the general government, which should have paid 
them, that we have seen some of the advantages of a deposit 
here of money, which might otherwise have been expended 
without adequate consideration. And, it has been equally sat- 
isfactory to know that the sums forwarded to the families and 
friends of the Soldiers have been of much more service than if 
spent in the cainp^ as in many cases would have been done. 

We can only regret, that the delays and irregularity in pay- 
ment on the part of the general government, (unavoidable, 
perhaps, under the circumstances,) and the enhanced cost of 
ail the sddier had to purchase, have contributed to diminish 
very much the benefits which we ought to have secured under 
our system^. 

The evil consequences of delayed and irregular payment, the 
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legislature *of 1863, upon recommendation of the governor, 
attempted to obviate, by providing that the Commonwealth 
would assume the payment of her own troops, which would 
have been entirely practicable, and enabled us to retain more 
of the pay at home. 

But this was not permitted by Congress, though for what 
reason Is unknown. 

LIMIT OF TERM OF SEB7IGE OF STATE TREASUBEB. 

On retiring from this ofSce, I may be justified in suggesting 
a review of the constitutiQual provision which limits the official 
period of its incumbent. It is certainly obviouts that there is 
no logical connection between the cause assigned and the result 
to be produced by the limiting provision of the Constitution. 
That instrument declares, (Chapter 11., Section lY ., Article II.,) 
that the Treasurer shall not be eligible more than five years 
successively, in order tiiat the citizens of the Commonwealth 
may be assured that the moneys remaining in the public trea- 
sury upon the settlement of the public accounts, are their 
property. It is not easy to see how the going out of a Trea* 
surer at the end of five years will pyduce that result. A. 
dishonest man will be very likely to devise wrong in a much 
less period of time than five ^ears — or five monflis, or five 
weeks. ' And upon a dishonest man, no amount of bonds are a 
restraint, not even the bonds of $100,000 required of the 
Treasurer of Massachusetts. I have in one day received eight 
times the amount of my bonds — the greater part of it in drafts 
from the general government on the sub4reasurer at Best(»i. 
The fact is, the limit is unwise, and, under the present system 
of public accounts, with a State Auditor, acting as a quasi 
administrator of all laws relating to impropriation and expendi- 
ture, and a virtual protector of the treasury, unnecessary bs 
well as unwise. Its operation is to deprive the treasury of tlie 
experience and skill acquired in a five years' service, by which 
time die incumbent must have become an expert, and to put in 
his place a new man, untried, aiid generally an inexpert. 

Previous to the establishment of the Auditor's offi^ee in 1849, 
the accounts or bills to be paid by the Treasurer were first* to 
be audited or allowed, either by himself, by the governor and 
council, or by a eommittee chosen annually by the legislature. 
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One* of the reasons for creating the office of Auditor was, 
that there might be one place where all the claims against the 
State could be found. And there was besides a growing 
necessity for some uniform mode of action, which could not 
otherwise be obtained. 

The importance of the office was at first fullj appreciated by 
but few. But this is uniyersallj conceded now; and those 
who were active in its creation can, with good reason, congratu- 
late themseWes on the success of their effi>rts. 

The operative checks by the auditing department are as 
follows : — 

All bills against the Oommonwealth go to the Auditor of 
accounts ; they neyeb come to the Treasurer. The Auditor 
ezdmines them, to see if they are correctly cast ; if the party 
contracting them had authority to do so ; if the appropriation 
to which they belong is sufficient to meet them ; and, finding 
all correct, he so certifies to the goTemor and council, who, 
after examination again by a sub-committee, order the drawing 
of a warrant for their payment, which warrant is signed by the 
chairman of the council-committee on bills, by the secretarj 
of State, and by the governor. The warrant is then trans- 
mitted to the Treasurer, and he pays the party or parties 
named therein. The books of ^he Auditor and Treasurer are, 
customarily, compared every month, and always at the end of 
every year, and their agreement indicates that all is right in 
the treasury. The present system of guards and restraints is 
reinforced likewise by periodical examinations by committees 
of the legislature and of the council. There is actually no 
need of the limit established to the incumbency. 

No gentleman of large financial experience, unless he have 
private means to fall back upon, and leisure which he wishes to 
employ, will be swift to accept an office the salary of which, 
under times of high prices like the present, will not pay his 
eoi^enseSy — a very embarrassing fact, which operates with 
impartial a/nd uniform severity upon every head of department 
and clerk therein in the service of the Commonwealth. If it 
then be asked why anybody accepts office, the reply is that they 
who do accept and serve, are poor men^ and they go in on the 
reason which induced the apothecary to sell poison to Borneo— 
" My poverty and not my will consents ; " or prompted by the 
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homely proverb, that ^^ half a loaf is better than no bread." 
Any gentleman of financial experience and ability, can com- 
mand twice the salary at least, allowed to the State Treasurer. 

The retiring Treasurer has served five years, on an average 
BBXatjj.paid in depreciated currency^ of $2,300 per annum. 
He has each year given new bonds for $100,000, and has 
received and paid out more tlian $164,000,000, and been held 
responsible for the safe keeping of Sinking and other Funds of 
the Commonwealth, now amounting to nearly $9,000,000, and 
been likewise held responsible for all losses to the treasury, 
and for the honesty of all the clerks of the office ; and these 
clerks have increased in number from two in 1861 to thirty-two 
in 1864, and wete twenty-two in 1865. They may m 1866 be 
somewhaf diminish'ed in number. 

This $2,300 per annum, in depreciated currency, has not 
been worth, at the most, for the last three years, more than 
$1,500 ; and in similar depreciated currency have all the par- 
ties employed by the State bden paid — from the governor and 
judges of the supreme court, down to the humble fireman who 
tends the State House fires. 

Massachusetts, most honorably and wisely, pays the principal 
and interest of her bonds in gold^ and thereby maintains her 
credit at home and abroad at the highest point. Would it not 
be equally wise and hpnorable to pay her public servants the 
full value of the ^^ penny for which she agreed with them ? " 
Does it comport with the dignity of a great Oommonwealth to 
do otherwise ? 

I thank the good people of Massachusetts for their confidence 
in me, shown by five successive elections to this officoi and 
gratefully recall the fact, that nothing but pleasant intercourse 
has ever occurred between the office and parties having busi- 
ness therein. I thank, also, with deep earnestness and sincerity, 
the several employes connected with the department, and 
commend them, for capability and integrity, most fully and 
heartily to my successor.

Sir, — I present herewith to the Legislature my Annual Re- 
port, for the year 1865, as Tax Commissioner. By Section 12th 
of Chapter 283, Acts of 1865, the duties of this department w^re 
added to those of the Treasurer of the Commonwealth, the 
power being given him, by* the same statute, to appoint a 
Deputy Commissioner. Under this authority I appointed 
Daniel A. Gleason, Esq., who had for a year or more, been 
clerk to Hon. Dwight Foster, while he was Attorney-General of 
Massachusetts, to that office who has discharged its duties, not 
always the most agreeable, in a careful, thorough and satisfac- 
tory manner, with entire impartiality, and without giving 
offence. His corps of assistants, two male and ten female 
clerks, all merit mj full commendation. The employment of 
the latter is fully justified by the quiet, assiduous, punctual and 
perfect manner in which they have performed their work. It 
will be obvious that the severe duties of the Treasurer, neces- 
sarily threw the burden of the labor upon the Assistant Com- 
missioner.

Boston, January 13, 1866. ) 

The business of this office has progressed this year, with 
fewer irregularities than last, and apparently with less trouble 
to those aflFected by the operations of the law. We have, how- 
ever, been delayed, as we were last year, by the failure in punc- 
tuality on the part of some Corporations to make the proper 
returns, and also by the delay of the assessors of some towns in 
making the returns required by the law to be made in August. 
The work of this office should be so far completed by the time 
of payment of the State Tax into the State Treasury, as to allow 
of setting oflF the amounts due to the towns under this law 
against the payments then made. This result, I am confident, 
can be accomplished, if the town authorities will forward their 
returns promptly at the time fixed by law. It may be that the 
return, when received, will show in most cases that there was 
nothing requiring any delay in the work of the office on account 
of its not being received, but, until that fact is ascertained, our 
work must be done, if done, provisionally, with a double cjiance 
of error in making corrections if they are required, and at a 
double expense of labor, and with greater annoyance to the 
parties interested.

Of this latter amount, however, some portion is in dispute, and there may 
be a reduction, and must be, if the decision should be against the claims of the 
Commonwealth. 

The amount of gross receipts is less this year than last. This 
is due to two causes : firstly, the smaller amount of capital taxed 
under the law ; and secondly, by the depreciation in the value of 
several important classes of corporation stocks on the first day 
of May, 1865, as compared with the first of May, 1864. 
I append a table [marked A,] showing the prices of several 
of the leading stocks at the periods in question. The reduc- 
tion in the amount of capital is due to the withdrawal of the 
banks from the State supervision and control, and their for- 
mation under the United States law* The aggregate amount 
of tax collected of the banks last year was about seven hundred 
and sixty thousand dollars [$760,000]. At the rate of taxation 
for the current year, had the value of their stock remained the 
same, the amount collected of the banks alone, would have 
reached the sum of more than one and a quarter millions of 
dollars [$1,250,000]. The depreciation in the value of stocks 
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has been made up, in some considerable degree, as a basis of 
taxation by new corporations which* have been chartered or 
organized to a considerable extent, and it seems probable that 
the effect of this increase of the amount of corporate capital will 
be still more noticeable the coming year.

In explanation of the apparent neglect to make business reports, it should 
be said that a large number of Corporations formed since March, 1865, and 
embraced in the list, are not obliged, under the terms of the law, to make such 
a report this year, having done no business prior to that date. 

With reference to the Corporations whose taxation is provided 
for in section 8 of the Corporation Tax Act, it should be said 
that the difficulty of obtaining reliable information is very great, 
and it is almost impossible to reach the officers who are really 
responsible. The following letters are presented to show some 
of the difficulties in this respect, even in a case where there can 
be no imputation of bad faith.

Sir, — A blank form for returns has been sent to me as Treasurer of 
the Alpha Gold Mining Company. In replj, I have the honor to state 
that at a meeting of the stockholders legally warned and held some 
weeks since, I resigned, and mj resignation was unanimously accepted, 
and S. Z. Bowman, Esq., was elected Treasurer.

In reply I have to say that 
my name was used for such offices entirely without my knowledge or 
consent, and I hereby absolutely and unqualifiedly refuse and decline to 
accept said offices or either of them.

The list of Corporations published in tho Report of last year 
has been used as a basis in the preparation of a more complete 
list of existing corporations, which, however, I do not consider 
as entirely accurate. The list is appended and marked table B. 

I would suggest, as a matter of public convenience, as well as 
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of great advantage to this department, that all corporations 
receiving charters by special Act, should be required to file a 
certificate of acceptance with the Secretary of State within the 
period fixed by the charter for its acceptance. This would fur- 
nish a simple and convenient means of ascertaining whether an 
association which has obtained a charter has taken advantage of 
its provisions, a matter which at present it is often difficult to 
ascertain. 

Among the amendments introduced into the law in its present 
form was the establishment of a Board of Appeal to adjudicate 
matters in which an appeal might be taken from the decision of 
the Commissioner. This has proved to be a valuable addition 
to the law. The Board consisted of Hon. Thomas Talbot of the 
Council, the Treasurer and the Auditor, and organized in Octo- 
ber, choosing Hon. Thomas Talbot as Chairman. The sessions 
of the Board commenced early in October, and were continued 
until January. The whole number of cases in which appeals 
were taken was ninety [90,] which were disposed of as follows : 
Appeal withdrawn 8, appeal dismissed 43, relief granted 39. 

It is perhaps proper to state that in a considerable proportion 
of those cases in which relief was granted upon the fuller state- 
ment of facts brought out on the hearing of the appeal, the 
Commissioner did not feel it to be his duty to contest the petition 
of the appellant. The aggregate amount of reduction in the 
valuation of the Corporations allowed by the Board, was one 
million eight hundred and three thousand five hundred and 
sixty-five dollars and seventy-one cents [$1,803,565,71.] The 
aggregate valuation of the Corporations which took and pros- 
ecuted appeals was twenty-four million seven hundred and 
twenty-three thousand eight hundred and ninety-four dollars 
and eiglit cents [124,723,894.08.] 

The experience of the year has proved the desirability, in 
every point of view, of a Board of Appeal, and the satisfactory 
working of this part of the law, as it stands at present, indicates 
conclusively that no change is desirable, A detailed statement 
of the cases, with the disposition made of them, is annexed and 
marked table C, 

The payment over to the towns and cities of a considerable 
proportion of the tax collected under the law, gives occasion for 
a large part of the labor performed in the office. The necessary 
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analysis of the returns, making use of the returns of trustees 
and firms as required by the law, is a work requiring a great 
amount of patient and accurate labor. This has been performed, 
both the last and present year, in a manner which it is believed 
must be highly satisfactory to the parties most interested. A 
table is appended marked [Table D,] giving the amounts to 
which each town and city in the Commonwealth will be entitled 
when the full collections have been made, and more particular 
statements are given and examinations made whenever requested 
by the town authorities. 

Important assistance can be rendered to the Commissioner in 
fixing the value of corporate stocks by the assessors of the various 
towns and cities. This has been done in several cases to the 
advantage of the public and to the disadvantage of no one who 
was disposed to bear his fair share of the public burden. 

Fewer complaints of the unjust working of the law have been 
brought to the knowledge of the Commissioner, during the past 
than during the preceding year, and it is confidently believed 
that when the decision of the highest legal tribunals shall have 
been obtained upon some important matters now in litigation, 
with the familiarity that comes from a full examination and 
acquaintance with the workings of the law, it will be found to 
be just and reasonable, and therefore necessarily as satisfactory 
as any law for the collection of revenue can be made.
